Shortly after 10 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing a fire broke out in the tan house of the 
Belmont Hotel, atthe end of the Second-

were in ashes. The first intimation of the 
fire was a telephone message tecelved at the 
police station that the Belmont was on fire, 
and asking that the engines be sent out. 
An alarm was at once turned in from box 
31, located at the corner of Spring and Sec- 
ond streets. The engines at once responded, 
but, owin to the distance and deep hills 
intervening, it was fully half an hour before 
they arrived at the spot, having to go around 
by Sixth and Pearl streets. Oue of the en- 
gines was stationed at the Second-street 
Park reservoir, the only water supply for 
lire purposesin the vicinity, and another 
up the hill, but, before they could get to 
work, the fire had gained such a headway 
that it was impossible to stay its progress, 
and all the energies of the firemen were di- 
rected to saving the buildings in the imme- 
diate vicinity, whieh they succeeded in 
doing, the fire being confined to the Bel- 
mont, no other damage resulting. The 
Eilis College building was at one time 
threatened, as the roof was covered with 
sparks and pleces ot burning and charred 
wood, buta stream of water was finally 
turned on and the danger averted.

Better Protection from Fire Needed. 


The burning of the Belmont Hotel, 
which occurred yesterday forenoon, 
has caused every well-wisher of Los 
Angeles to feel a pang of regret. The 
Belmont was the principal of the two 
or three suburban hotels which Los 
Angeles possessed, and we can illy 
afford to lose it at this time when the 
city is overrun with visitors, and when 
first-class accommodations are scarce. 
With its commanding site, its fine ap- 
pointments and furnishings, its beauti- 
ful grounds that, under the culture of 
a skilled gardener, showed so well the 
floral and landscape possibilities ef 
this section, the Belmont was an ob- 
ject of universal pride and satisfac- 
tion. That this charming resort should 
be snuffea out in an hour, seoms like a 
hard stroke of fate. 

This public —— it must be 
so considered — calls to mind and 
emphasizes very strongly an idea 
which has long been accepted and 
often expressed that the western 
portions of the city are practically de- 
ried of protection from fire. The fire 
engines, which are all stationed in 
lower portions of the city, are too re- 
mote to allow of prompt attendance at 
a fire in the hill section, even allowing 
that there were direct and passable 
streets to haul them over, which there 
are not. As an illustration we may 
staté that, in reaching the scene of 
yesterday’s conflagration, the engines 
were obliged to make a detour by way 
of Sixth and Pearl streets, going at leas“ 
vight blocks out of a direct course. A 
great deal of property may go up in 
smoke while an engine is traveling 
eight blocks and hunting its way 
through ungraded and little-used 
streets. 

As to the water supply in 
the hill section, that is really 
an undetermined problem. On 
some streets the mains may be 
large enough and the pressure suf - 
ficient to furnish a good supply for an 
engine, but the chances are that on 
those streets there are no hydrants. 
All through this rapidly-developed sec- 
tion of the city there is notieeable 
the most glaring neglect of the 
simplest precautions against fire, and 
even if engines were afforded, it is 
doubtful whether they could be rer- 
dered very serviceable. 

While this state of affairs exists, it 
should be borne in mind that buildings 
and personal effects, aggregating sev- 
eral millions of dollars in value, are 
located on the western hills. Some * 
the most elegant and costly residences 
of the city are amongst the number. 
Public edifices and business blocks are 
multiplying there, and many streets 
are thickly built up. A peculiarity 
of this section is that nearly all 
of the buildings are constructed of 
wood. Because a kindly providence, 
that is popularly supposed to temper 
the wind to ashorn lamb, has spared 
this defenseless section from a sweep- 
ing conflagration thus far, it isnoguar- 


anty that it will always be thus lenient. | „ 


The plain duty of the city govern- 
ment is to see that such unpardonable 
neglect of the hill section of Los An- 
geles is not longer continued. Where 
water pipes of sufficient size are not 
found they should be extended as soon 
as possible and fire hydrants should be 
supplied at available places. There 
should be at least one engine and one 
hook and ladder company located on 
the west side at focal points. Bwen 
with these precautions, which are only 
scant justice, the west side would not 
enjoy as good protection as other por- 
tions of the city, because the steep and 
ungraded streets of the hills are not 
promotive of quick communication. 


And, while discussing this subject of 
protection from fire, it might not be, 
out of order to inquire into the ade- 
quacy of the water supply in the lower 
levels of the city. At numbers of fires 
in the past there has been complaint of 
a shortage of water. Sometimes the 
fault has been attributed to small con- 
nections, sometimes to small pipes and 
sometimes to short supply. The Coun- 
cil would not go amiss if it should 
inscruct its Committee on Fire and 
Water to make a thorough investiga- 
tion of the whole subject, and report 
at the earliest practicable opportunity. 


Uncle Sam's Outgo. 


It takes a good deal of money to 


keep thé machinery of the Govern- 
ment in running order. In his 
recent esitmate for the appropriations 


required for the fiscal year ending jury 


June 30, 1889, the Secretary of the 
Treasury concludes that for all the 
expenses of the Government appropri- 
ations amounting to $326,530,793 will 
be called for, which s $1,344,999 more 
than was called for in the esti- 
mates submitted last year, and $16,- 
899,400 more than the aggregate 
appropriations for the present fiscal 
year. It would be some comfort if out 


of t these larger appropriations enough 
could be per to properly inerease 
the postal facilities in the growing 
towns and cities of Southern California. 


Ir is to be hoped that the new 
Council will go to work with a will on 
the sewer question. It is a matter 
which grows more difficult to cope with 
the longer it is postponed, and it can- 
not safely be shelved much longer. 
Upon the satisfactory solution of this 
question will depend, not only the 
health of our citizens, but the decision 


who are hesitating as to whether they 
shall make their homes with us. Los 
Angeles cannot afford to be distanced 
mn this matter by towns of one-tenth 
her size and importance. 


A spEciaAL to Tue Times afew days 
ago reported that it is now believed 
that the preliminary work on the Salt 
Lake and Los Angeles Railroad scheme 
has been carried on in the interest of 
the Southern Pacific Company. The 
people of Los Angeles would prefer to 
see the line built by a rival corporation, 
so as to insure another competitive 
transcontinental line, but whoever 
may build it, this city will be a great 
gainer by the new enterprise. It will 
tap a very rich mineral section, and 
open up new markets to our merchants. 


Los ANGELES was scarcely conscious 
of the heavy blow which did consider- 
able damage in this vicinity on Tues- 
day night. The Spaniards who found 
this city had the pick of the whole coun- 
try and knew what they were doing 
when they selected the site of Los An- 
geles. There are féw locations in 
Southern California which can equal: 
it, climatically, and none which are 
superior.
